He tentotlvaly set public hearings for Boston 
on 5/20/08 and Springfield on 5/21/06{slte and time yet to be disclosed) and will 
allow a written comment period (not disclosed) to follow. The Industry requests that 

oil offcoted partisan and ooalition partners participate in the rule-making prooeduro -- 

and called forgraeeroot participation to Influence the rules to make them unpopular 
enough bo they will hove to be reduced end redefined. Because the "draft" proposal 
Is ' Business Unfriendly" and because the Secretary of State must endorso the action 
of the Attorney General In a business climate ho considers "Business Friendly", we 
would recommend that all comments be cc'd to the Secretary of state. Association 
and Action Groups that would be contacted to testify were discussed and Included:
